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MORE THAN CONQUERORS 
Little five-year-old William stood barefoot, cold, and 
hungry, on a street in Glasgow, and wondered why no one 


_ gave him food, when he had had nothing to eat for a day 


and a half. At the ripe age of six and a half years, he went 
to work in a factory, putting the heads on pins for twelve 
hours a day, and earning a shilling a week. What chance 
in life had such a poor, starved little creature? When he 
was seventeen, he heard the Gospel for the first time, be- 
lieved it, and received the Saviour. He has been in Glory 
for many years now, but his monument on earth still 
stands. It is the Orphan Homes of Scotland, at Bridge of 
Weir, for that little boy was William Quarrier. 

Little Mary went to work in a factory when she was 
eleven, to help supply the needs of her younger brothers 
and sisters, because her father was a drunkard. She was 
not big or strong, and, of course, not well educated. How 
could such a sorrowful and thwarted childhood lead to a 
useful and blessed womanhood? But a poor old woman 
warned her to escape the fire which never shall be 
quenched, and she gave heed and came to the children’s 
Saviour. That little girl was Mary Slessor, who brought so 
great blessings to Calabar in West Africa. 

Little Hudson had all the things which William and 
Mary lacked—a good Christian father, a happy and pros- 
perous home, plenty of books and food, suitable clothing, 
a careful training, and above all, much love, but he was 
without one earthly blessing—good health. He was often 
too ailing to go to school until he was eleven, and then 
was absent because of illness much of the time, until the 
attempt was abandoned. He obtained a post as a bank 
clerk when he was fifteen, but in two years he had to re- 
linquish it because of persistent inflammation in his eyes. 
Then he was converted, in answer to the prayers of his 
mother and sister, through reading a tract concerning the 
finished work of Christ. But how could such a frail little 
fellow be of much use in extending the Kingdom of God? 

When he was twenty-one, he sailed for China, the only 
passenger on a cargo boat, to carry God’s message of sal- 
vation to the millions of that vast land. Before he died of 
old age, his God had used him to found the China Inland 
Mission and lead out a thousand other missionaries to 
open inland China to the Gospel. 

“Is there anything too hard for the Lord?” Christians 
should think scorn of themselves for their fainthearted- 
ness, if they allow any handicaps or adverse circumstances 
to deter them from serving the Lord, who loved them and 
gave Himself for them. 

Imprisonment, poverty, ill-health, sorrow, bereavement, 
disappointment, suffering, exile, danger, persecution, hope 
long deferred cannot prevent a saint from doing the will 
of God. A good prayer is, “Lord, make the best of me that 
can be made.” He will not disregard such a plea. 

He gives the very best to those 
Who leave the choice to Him.

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Che Results of the 
Resurrection of Christ 


INTRODUCTION: Christ was not 
resurrected simply because He died» 
neither was He resurrected to fulfill 
prophecy—He was resurrected to set 
a precedent: “And become the first- 
fruits of them that slept,” (1 Cor. 15: 
20). 

1. He Established His Deity 

While conducting His ministry on 
earth, Christ had proclaimed His 
deity, His divine rank. God the Father 
had proclaimed Him to be His Son 
at the time of His baptism. He came 
to offer Himself as the King of the 
Jews, the Messiah of divine nature, 
and He attested His divinity by the 
mighty works He did among men. 

God is eternal in the absolute sense. 
Anything that is eternal, in the abso- 
lute sense, has always been and always 
will be. If there ever came a time of 
cessation of being, it would be def- 
inite proof that it was not eternal in 
its future scope, also not eternal from 
its beginning. Had Jesus Christ the Son 
of God, coeternal with Him from the 
beginning as the Word, not been resur- 
rected from the dead, there would 
have been no way to establish the 
eternity of His Being. If the eternity 
of His Being could not be established, 
it is only reasonable to conclude that 
His deity would have been only a 
claim on His part which was not 
backed up by positive proof. 

When the Jews asked Him for a sign 
that they might know He was the 
Christ, He answered them, “An evil and 
adulterous generation seeketh after a 
sign; and there shall no sign be given 
to it, but the sign of the prophet 
Jonas: For as Jonas was three days 
and three nights in the whale’s belly; 
so shall the Son of man be three days 
and three nights in the heart of the 
earth,” Matt. 12:39, 40. 

Before this time, no one had been 
resurrected from the dead. There were 
numbers of godly saints who were 
dead, but they were still in the grave. 
His resurrection established the fact 
that He was divine.

2. Assumed the Office of High Priest 

“The priest was a person divinely 
appointed to transact with God on 
man’s behalf. He fulfilled his office, 
first, by sacrifice, and second, by 
making intercession. In both these 
respects Christ is priest.’* 

The priestly work of Christ is di- 
vided into two fields—sacrificial and 
intercessory—the first being a finished 
work, and the second a continuous 
work. 

First—This is the work of the atone- 
ment. It is evident that the shedding 
of blood was a condition of remission 
of sin: “And without shedding of 
blood is no remission,” Heb. 9:22b. 
The scope'of the remission depended 
on the efficacy of the blood. The 
priest, on the day of atonement, slew 
the animal, one without blemish, and 
took the blood into the holy of holies 
and there offered it on the altar to

God for the sins of the people. As 
the blood was sprinkled on the mercy 
seat, the presence of God was mani- 
fested and the people’s ill actions 
toward the testament the past year 
were forgiven. The efficacy of the 
blood of animals was such that the 
performance had to be repeated year 
after year, and then only acting upon 
the past actions of the people. At this 
time the priest would make interces- 
sion to God for the people, thereby 
reconciling man to God. 

In the atonement of Christ, He was 
the priest who slew the sacrifice, in 
that He offered Himself, and He was 
the sacrifice which was slain, one not 
having a spot or blemish. He was the 
High Priest who entered into .the 
holy of holies of heaven, in a taber- 
nacle not made with hands, His body 
by the miracle of the virgin birth, and 
there administered His own blood 
of His own sacrifice upon the altar of 
God for the sins of the world. The 
completeness of this work is shown 
by the fact that it was done once and 
for all; it does not need to be repeated 
and cannot be repeated. 

Second—After His ascension, His 
entrance into the holy of holies to 
make the final offering for sin, He sat 
down on the right hand of the Father 
to intercede for mankind. He sits 
there today, still making intercession 
for all who will come to Him. He is at 
the same time preparing a place for 
those whom He will receive unto Him- 
self at His second appearing. This 
work is continuous in that He will not 
leave the side of the Father until He 
descends from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, to 
resurrect and receive those who have 
believed on His name. At this time His 
priestly work will be finished. 

3. Became Living Hope of All Believers 

.The resurrection of Christ accom- 
plished the astounding paradox—the 
death of death.

The encyclopedia says “to substi- 
tute is to put or use one thing (or 
person) in the place of another” (as, 
‘if they substitute human errors in 
the room of divine truth.”—J. Butler’s 
“Analogy of Religion,” ii:6).

mind of some modern genius to de- 
vise ways and means of meeting, to 
at least a marked degree, the various 
needs of a more modern age. But it 
would be hard to believe that God 
ever helped any man to invent, cre- 
ate, or use a substitute for anything 
with which He has “furnished” His 
house. 

Rom. 1:30 makes mention of men 
who invented evil things, some of 
which are brass knucks, gambling de- 
vices, and many and varied weapons 
of warfare. 

I believe Satan has a counterfeit or 
substitute for everything God has in 
store for His children except a holy 
life. Three of Satan’s most potent 
and deceptive substitutes for a holy 
life, are PRIDE, WORLDLY CON- 
FORMITY AND THE LOVE OF 
MONEY, thé last being of such a su- 
per wicked nature as to be set apart 


‘in a class by itself, and ‘deséribed as 
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being “the root of all evil.” Some have 
compromised to the extent that they 
speak of the above as “respectable” 
sins, as if there were such.

A Bible Doctrine 
Job 19:25-27, “For I know that my 
redeemer liveth, and that he shall 
stand at the latter day upon the 
earth: and though after my skin 
worms destroy this body, yet in my 
flesh shall I see God: whom I shall

see for myself, and mine eyes shall be- 
hold, and not another; though my 
reins be consumed within me.” 

No one ever had any more trouble 
than he who uttered these words, but 
though he was in the midst of trouble 
and trials on every side, and had lost 
his worldly possessions, his children, 
and his health, suffering from boils 
from the sole of his feet to the crown 
of his head, and in this very dark hour 
his wife, who should have been his 
very best and trusted friend, en- 
deavored to get him to curse God and 
die, he exclaimed, “What? shall we re- 
ceive good at the hand of God, and 
shall we not receive evil?” Job 2:10. If 
he cursed God, he was conscious of the 
fact that he was fastly moving to the 
grave, and after this would be brought 
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to the judgment. 

Job 14:1-3, “Man that is born of a 
woman is of few days, and full of 
trouble. He cometh forth like a flower, 
and is cut down: he fleeth also as a 
shadow, and continueth not. And dost 
thou open thine eyes upon such an 
one, and bringest. me into judgment 
with thee?” 

Again, we read in Hebrews 9:27, 
“And as it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judgment.” 

Realizing all these things, he had 
a living hope that created faith in his 
never-dying soul, and he said in the 
nineteenth chapter of Job, that even 
after the skin worms had destroyed 
his body, he would still see God with 
his own eyes. The thought of his being 
destroyed by the skin worms would by 
no means frighten or destroy his 
faith in being restored to life again, 
even though his flesh should be de- 
stroyed. 

No doubt, Job felt as David of old 
when he said, “As for me, I will be- 
hold thy face in righteousness: I shall 
be satisfied, when I awake, with thy 
likeness,” Psa, 17:15. 

Yes, after the resurrection! Thank 
God for the pleasant thought and 
hope that we shali be like Him. 

1 John 3:2, “Beloved, now are we 
the sons of God, and it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be: but we know 
that, when he shall appear, we shall 
be like him; for we shall see him as 
he is.” 

It is true that, though we are Chris- 
tians, we shall have troubles as others 
who are not Christians. 2 Timothy 
3:12, “Yea, and all that will live godly 
in Christ Jesus shall suffer persecu- 
tion.” 

Matt. 5:45, “That ye may be the 
children of your Father which is in 
heaven: for he maketh his sun to 
rise on the evil and on the good, and 
sendeth rain on the just and on the 
unjust.”

world to come everything will be just 
right. There will be the tree of life and 
the river of life, and the redeemed 
and holy of all ages will be there. 

Rev. 20:6, “Blessed and holy is he 
that hath part in the first resurrec- 
tion: on such the second death hath 
no power, but they shall be the priests 
of God and of Christ, and shall reign 
with him a thousand years.” 

Rev. 21:4, “And God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes; and 
there shall be no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there 
be any more pain: for the former 
things are passed away.” 

Never again shall we witness such 
things as five or six little children 
standing around an open casket to 
see their mother for the last time, 
and hear them say, “Mother dear, 
how can we ever give you up?” or a 
devoted wife standing by her hus- 
band’s grave, saying, “My dear, my 
dear.” 

In the face of this we say, Praise 
God for such promises as Christ 
made: St. John 14:19, “Because I live, 
ye shall live also”; St. John 5:28, 29, 
“Marvel not at this: for the hour is 
coming, in the which all that are in 
the graves shall hear his voice, and 
shall come forth; they that have done 
good, unto the resurrection of life; 
and they that have done evil, unto the 
resurrection of damnation.” 

Plato, one of the wisest of the 
Greeks, in discussing the probability 
of a future life, had this to advise: 
“For men to gather the best opinions 
on the subject of future life, embark 
upon them as a raft, and sail peril- 
ously through life.” 

Thanks be to God, we don’t have to 
embark upon our personal opinions 
as a raft to sail upon, but we have the 
sure, divine, infallible Word of God 
to sail upon. ; 


Reason Justifies Faith in a 
Resurrection 
If there was a time that we did not 
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exist, and surely there was, and now 
we do exist, is it not only reasonable 
to anticipate a resurrection and a life 
to come? and would not the same 
power, or being, that brought us into 
existence the first time, do the same 
again? There is also the grain, that 
the apostle Paul used so beautifully 
in connection with the doctrine of the 
resurrection. 2 Cor. 15:36, “Thou fool, 
that which thou sowest is not quick- 
ened, except it die.” There is a hidden 
germ of life in the grain that no 
microscope can bring to the eye, no 
matter how powerful the instrument 
may be, yet it is there. Even in the 
grain, we can see life more abundant- 
ly, inasmuch as we sow only one 
grain, but in exchange we reap scores 
of grains, and, as Job said, “For there 
is hope of a tree, if it be cut down, 
that it will sprout again, and that 
the tender branch thereof will not

cease. Though the root thereof wax 
old in the earth, and the stock there- 
of die in the ground; yet through the 
scent of water it will bud, and bring 
forth boughs like a plant,” Job 14:7-9. 
Yes, though it is cut down it will 
sprout again and the tender branches 
will not cease. 

In view of these facts, and realizing 
that he is the crown of all creation, 
with all of his failures, man is far 
above all other creatures in many 
ways, such as intelligence, etc., and 
will not man’s Creator also cause him 
to live again? Yet, there is also the 
consciousness of man that makes us 
to understand that there will be an- 
other life or world after this, in which 
we must give an account of our deeds 
while here.

Three thousand dollars is urgently 
needed now to equip and transport 
the Rev. and Mrs. George R. Cook and 
their little girl to the mission fields of 
South India. 

Brother Cook was born in India and 
lived there until he was twenty-four 
years of age. He came to America for 
his furlough some three years ago. 
His wife, the former Miriam Barrick, 
was also born of missionary parents 
in India, and it is, perhaps, more than 
a coincidence that they met for the 
first time here in the United States 
shortly after he returned. 

Sister Cook’s parents are now in 
North India, where they are serving 
under appointment of the Assemblies 
of God. Brother Cook’s parents and 
also his brother, Paul, and sister, 
Blossom, are Church of God mis- 
sionaries in South India. 

George is an outstanding Indian 
linguist. He speaks four Indian dia- 
lects fluently and his wife, Miriam, is 
also well qualified from a standpoint 
of background and language ability. 
Both of these young people have def- 
inite calls from God. In fact, they 
find it difficult to wait for their sched- 
uled sailing in the early part of May. 

We ask an interest in the prayers 
of all God’s people in behalf of the 
immediate problem—funds to fi- 
nance this project. Any individual 
who desires to help may send your 
contribution direct to the Church of 
God Foreign Missions Department. 
The local church of which you are a 
member will receive credit for your 
contribution, and the Church of God 
in the state in which you live will also 
receive credit. We shall appreciate your 
cooperation and prayers. The harvest 
is ripe but the laborers are few. 


WHAT WILL YOU DO? 
_ We realize that this appeal is not 
in accordance with our regular meth- 
od of processing missionaries. How- 
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ever, we must realize that the day is 
far spent and the night is at hand, 
and it is apparent that what is to be 
done for God in foreign lands is to be 
done speedily. No day has had great- 
er prophetic fulfillment which point- 
ed, should I say, to the immediate 
coming of Jesus than this day. To 
parallel great and terrible events 
which forecast His soon coming, is 
the last and final call by the Holy 
Spirit in the lives of consecrated men 
and women who are willing to dedi- 
cate their efforts and lives to the 
cause of the gospel, though it be in 
the desert lands of darkened India. 


The Cooks have been definitely 
called and greatly burdened, especial- 
ly in the last few months, to go to the 
land of their calling and birth, to con- 
tinue the spread of the gospel. Broth- 
er George Cook has been in my employ 
over a year, and to say the least, he 
is an exception; his efficiency is un- 
excelled. If anyone will suffer a loss 
by their going to India, it will be this 
office; but how could we afford to do 
less, even in the middle of the year? 
When the Holy Spirit is leading them 
to this land, I consider it a privilege 
and’ glorious opportunity to be able 
to put forth some effort at least in 
helping to answer this call. 

We have appealed to our people in 
West Virginia to voluntarily give 
what they chose to help process the 
Cooks to this heathen land. The cost 
will be approximately $3,000, which 
includes transportation, equipment, 
freight, duty and other incidentals in 
connection with such a voyage. It is 
gratifying to know that West Vir- 
ginia has responded since we made 
the announcement two weeks ago, in 
the amount of over $500, and money 
is still coming in steadily. Our 
L. W. W. B.’s, Y. P. E.’s, and churches 
are not making any special drive, but 
the people of our state know the 
Cooks and when they heard that they 
could help, they rallied to the front

most magnificently. 

I think that you who read this arti- 
cle may wish to send a special dona- 
tion for this cause. If so, send it 
within the next thirty days. Mail your 
letter to the Church of God Foreign 
Missions Department, Cleveland, Ten- 
nessee, stipulating that it be used for 
the Cooks’ transportation to India. 
Write your name and address plainly, 
because we are asking the Missions 
Department to turn these addresses 
over to Brother Cook so that he might 
send you a folder containing a pic- 
ture of his family, some pictures of 
the work in India, and a few interest- 
ing facts about that country. Broth- 
er Cook wishes, also, to write you a 
letter after he returns to India, stat- 
ing how he made the trip and how 
the work there is progressing. This 
letter will be a stimulant to your 
church and its auxiliaries in the 
missions effort. 

It is understood that whatever is 
sent in to Brother Cook is not to in- 
terfere with any state program, as 
this is merely a voluntary action on 
the part of those who choose to re- 
spond. If you could know the burden 
which Brother Cook has had of late 
for this land, you would understand 
why I am making this appeal. 

The Missions Department has been 
operating on a narrow margin, espe- 
cially during the months when there 
were no district or state convention 
offerings coming in to the missions 
treasury. This will not allow us to 
process this family at this time, but 
we are in a position to guarantee their 
support and repatriation if they can
